Annual Meeting Recap: 


We had a successful Annual Meeting on August 8, 
2016. The Association adopted - by a vote of 41 to 
21 - an Herbicide Policy. The moratorium on using 
toxic herbicides in public areas includes the park, 
right of ways along the roads, the Manion property 
and the pathways throughout Surf Pines including 
the trails to the beach. 


The restriction of use on public areas does not limit 
private property owners. Residents are asked to 
avoid spraying on the right-of-way, and to avoid 
spraying on windy days when the product could be 
blown onto neighboring properties. 
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A letter will be sent to all residents asking that 
they advise their lawn crews to avoid Association 
and neighboring property if/when spraying for the 
homeowner. 


New Officers for the Association Board: Anne Keller 
and Clarke Powers were nominated and voted to 
become Board members. They join Susan Holloway, 
Norma Keever and Mac Brown in the work of 

the Home Owners Association of Surf Pines. We 
welcome their expertise, skills and enthusiasm.

Hi everyone, 


After a beautiful summer and what is proving to be a 
gorgeous fall, we have to start turning our thoughts 
to winter. Remember to disconnect your hoses and 
put covers on your outside faucets, even if they are 
frost free. Also leave a little heat on inside to keep 
your water pipes from freezing! 


Remember with our new gate system we have two 
ways to enter your codes. The top one is a touch 
screen. To operate it you touch code access, then 
input your personal code and hit enter. If you use the 
bottom key pad you put in your personal code and 
then push the # key. Either of these methods work. 
The monthly guest code that you receive in the mail 
only works until 9:00 PM. Be sure your name and 
correct phone number is listed in the kiosk. If you 
have guests entering after this time they can call you 
from the gate and you can hit 9 on your phone to 
open the gate for them. If you have renters or guests 
staying that need 24 hour access, please call me 

for a special code. DO NOT give out your personal 
code or | will take it out! 


Please watch your speed. We still have people going 
upwards of 40 MPH. This is just an accident waiting 
to happen. Also please be courteous and slow down 
for the road construction.

SURF PINES “on the lighter side” 


Now that the waters are much lower, the pumps 
seldom run. We have removed one of the Horizon 
pumps for repair. That unit left for the shop Friday 
morning (9-23-16). 


The weather is holding at mild temperatures. 
Continued spraying of “the solution” (one gallon — 
white vinegar-5% acetic acid / two cups — Epson salt 
& 1/4 cup — dish soap) will be needed to keep sand 
spurs at bay. 


Last year we had “Movie Night in the Park”. The 
Community Relations Committee decided to forgo 
the movie this year. With that happening, the R&G 
committee held off sending a proposal to purchase a 
portable generator until further notice. 


Lastly, the paving of sections Manion Drive, High 
Surf, and Surf Pines Lane has started with a 
completion date around the end of October 2016. 
Several vendors will be used for various services 
in the community: right of way lawn mowing, 
tree trimming and removal, road repair of the Surf 
Pines Landing road slip, and the maintenance of
